Action line 


May I ask three questions of Action 


Line? First, is there a place the city 
provides for people to haul away debris 
that city trash trucks won't pick up — such 
as old refrigerators, stoves, or bulky junk? 
Second, is it available on weekends? 
Third, is there any charge? 


Yes, the city does have a place. It's the 


city landfill located on East Highway 31 
behind Regal Tire and Rubber Co. (for- 
merly Commodore mobile home plant). 


It is open 7 days a week. 
And, says Delina Ware, director of 


municipal service: "A permit is required; 
however, if you have a residential water 
meter in Corsicana, there is no fee 
required. There is a fee required if it is 
commercial or industrial waste." 


The permit is obtainable in the office of 


the Director of Municipal Services in the 
Government Center, located in the north 
end of the north wing. Enter through the 
door as you would going to pay your water 
bill, make a left turn, and it's the first 
office on your left. 


Why doesn't someone fix the holes in the 


street on N. 24th at Sycamore? Those 
chug-holes have been there for a year, 
water stands constantly, and when 
meeting a car hitting those water-filled 
potholes, your whole windshield is messed 
up. 


You were not the only one to complain. 


It's been fixed. Try driving over it — you'll 
like it. The holes have been patched with 
concrete, 
since the asphalt 
put in 


numerous times, washed out, City 
Manager Dick Ballenger said. 


Can anything be done to the street hi the 


1600 
block of East Sixth Ave.? In the 


summer, it is used as a primary entrance 
to East Side Park, and the street is so 
narrow that when cars are parked on the 
street, cars meeting each other can hardly 
pass. There is a hard surface on the street, 
but it is so full of holes cars have to zig zag 
to keep from being torn; also, water stands 
in the low places because of inadequate 
drainage. 


Yes — it already has been done. In less 


than 24 hours after Action Line submitted 
your inquiry to City Manager Dick 
Ballenger, the Street Department went out 
and patched the holes and "did what it 
could to relieve the drainage". 


Does Woolwortb's get to use the parking 


lot free for its merchandise display and 
garden center, or have to pay rent? 


Store Manager F.G. Laird says the lease 


Woolworth has with owners of the Navarro 
Mall Shopping Center covers the store's 
use of the sidewalk in the front, and all 
portions of the parking lot front, back and 
on the north end from a point paralleling 
the southern end of the store building itself 
for display of merchandise. 


He added that the store pays rent, under 


terms of its lease, on whatever space it 
utilizes on sidewalk and parking lot. 


What has happened to the $50 check that 


was to be sent to each of the people who get 
Social Security checks? About the first of 
May, it came over the news that the checks 
were all made out, and ready to go in the 
mail. 


The announcement was made then, but 


the checks weren't ready until President 
Ford signed the legislation, a supplement 
to the appropriation bills making possible 
the money from Congress. 


David Helmer, manager of Corsicana

called Action Line back to report: "The 
President has signed the bill, and it is now 
anticipated the checks will be mailed by 
June 20." Between calls from and to Action 
Line, he received a telegram notifying 
him, and all other SS managers of the 
legislative signing by Ford, at a timely 
moment to your Action Line inquiry. 


Helmer points out that "to get the $50 


check, the person must receive a Social 
Security check for the month of March this 
year, and must have filed for SS benefits 
by April 1." As those applying for Social 
Security are aware, it takes a while to 
process applications, and the legislation 
regarding the special $50 checks spells out 
that a recipient must have received a 
March check by August 31, this year, to be 
eligible.

County jail scores win in court

Navarro County has scored a 


decisive victory according to 
County Judge Robert Dunn, 
who announced this morning 
that suit against the County Jail 
by Archie Beldin has been 
dismissed from Judge Sarah T. 
Hughes' Federal District Court 
in Dallas. 


The part 
of the 
court's 


decision which most pleases 
Dunn is the order itself which 
says four times that the jail 
"complies" with state and 
Federal law. 


DUNN EXPLAINED THAT 


this wording in effect forestalls 
any future suits against con- 


ditions at the jail. 


He said that it is his opinion 


that the ruling puts Navarro 
County's jail in the select group 
of three or four jails in the state 
which satisfy the state and 
federal requirements of being 
an adequate facility. 


Calling the suit "frivolous and 


without foundation," Dunn said 
that the commissioners court 
and sheriff had "never done 
anything but the best" in 
providing for the county jail. 


The suit was dismissed on the 


joint motion of Earl Luna, 
representing the county, and 
Beldin's attorney John Jordan. 
The county agreed to pay 
Jordan's attorney fee of $3,227 


as part of the settlement. 


LUNA HAS NOT yet sent his 


bill to the county, but Dunn 
smilingly said that this total 
cost will be much less than the 
building of a new jail — the 
probable outcome of the suit 
had the ruling gone against the 
county. 


The heart of the order itself 


reads: "the Court finds that the 
Navarro County Jail complies 
with the requirements of the 
applicable Texas 
laws, in-

decision by Beldin's attorney to 
join with the county to move to 
dismiss the suit was a two page 
list of changes, conditions and 
services to inmates at the jail 
instituted 
by 
Sheriff 
Jerry 


Shelton. 


Dunn said that this list of 


improvements had been in- 
stituted by Shelton prior to the 
suit. 


The 
improvements 
come 


under two general headings: 
improvements in the physical 
plant 
and 
medical, 


psychological and sociological 
services available to the in- 
mates. 


INCLUDED IN THE list of 


physical improvements are the 
screens on the outside windows, 
new clothing and washable 
canvass shoes for inmates, a 
new washer and dryer, new 
mattresses 
and 
mattress 


covers, the repainting of the 
interior, 
the 
inspection of 


plumbing facilities and the 
addition of a fourth jail officer. 


Other physical improvements 


were 
periodic 
cleaning 
of 


blankets, new towels, a new 
deep freeze, a fail garden, 
monthly 
visits 
by 
ex- 


terminators, the allowing of 
television in inmates' 
cells, 


commissary 
privileges 
and 


daily mail service, a posted list 
of jail rules and regulations and 
the guarantee of hearing before 
disciplinary action is taken 
resulting 
from 
an 
alleged 


breach of these rules. 


Under the general welfare 


services provided for inmates 
are the chief jailer's status as a 
trained medical technician, a 
jail 
medical 
cabinet, 
the 


availability 
of

Health Officer 
and hospital 


emergency room, the presence 
of bandages, 
gauze, sterile 


dressings and stretchers and 


the 24 hour availability of either 
patrol cars or ambulances for 
transfer to the hospital. 


ALSO LISTED UNDER the 


general welfare category are 
the two security rooms at the 
.hospital, weekly visits to the jail 
by the County Health Officer, 
the preparation of special foods 
when doctors recommend such 
a diet, the availability of the 
staff and service of the Family

Center's 


psychologists and psychiatrists. 


Also under this welfare list 


was provision that clergymen 
could visit inmates at other than 
prescribed visiting tune, the 
allowance of church services of 
all faiths* inmate access to 
religious literature and other 
periodicals, inmate access to 
legal volumes of the county's 
law library and the provision 
that inmates serving time for 
alcohol related charges can 
receive counseling from groups 
such as Alcoholics Anonymous.

Wendorf said the utilities should 
be prepared to do the same 
thing. 


"There are lots of things that 


can't be eliminated," he said, 
"Some can." 


TP&L asks for things 


other than increase 


Texas Power and Light asked city commissioners for other 


things besides an 11 per cent rate increase during Tuesday 
night's commission meeting. 


But TP&L district manager Embry Ferguson said that these 


other measures would not result in an increase in local electric 
rates. 
'. 


Ferguson asked for an increase in the base rate from 20 cents 


per million btu's to 70 cents per million btu's. He explained: 
"This change will not increase the cost of electricity to the 
customer. He is already paying it in the fuel charge." 


Ferguson also asked that the commission modiy the fuel 


adjustment clause to allow the electric company to recover its 
money sooner. 


Presently the May cost of fuel would be collected over the next 


three months—June, July and August—with the June fuel 
charge being collected during'July, August and September. 


Ferguson said his company is willing to absorb the nearly $11 


million uncollected fuel costs if the one month collection rate 
becomes effective. 


During the rate hike discussion, the question of federal en- 


vironmental standards adding costs to electric rates was 
brought up by Commissioner Jim Lightfoot. 


In 
question were 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 


regulations on generators and fuel supplies, regulations which 
necessitate equipment and work and, consequently, expense. 


Lightfoot opined that the government is "protecting us so 


much that we can't afford it anymore." 


Ferguson agreed he feels "overprotected" and added: "We 


used to say 'you can't beat city hall.' Now it's 'you can't beat 
Washington.' City hall's fine."

leisurely along, up IH-45 as his 
road map from the sky, to a

"forced landing," in 25 years of 
piloting a plane. His landing 
spot, not too pleasing to safety 
conscious patrolmen, was the 
grassy median between the 


divided four-lane thoroughfare.

Texas doctors form risk sharing pool to help in malpractice cases 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Part 


of Texas' temporary solution to 
Ihe medical malpractice insur- 
ance crisis began Tuesday with 
organization of a risk sharing 
pool. 


The pool will not begin is- 


suing policies, however, until it 
has a plan of operation, ap- 
proved by the State Insurance 
Board. 


Board chairman Joe Christie 


urged temporary directors of 


the pool, or "Joint Under- 
writing Association," to have 
the plan ready by July 7. 


"I can't emphasize enough 


the need to move with deliber- 
ate speed tn head off what 
could become a crisis," he' 
said. 


Pool directors chosen by the 


board elected Oran Needham of 
the Millers Mutual Insurance 
Co. in Fort Worth as their 
chairman. He has been active 


in another pool that guarantees 
property insurance for build- 
ings in the hurricane and tor- 
nado belts. 


Christie has set an Aug. 3 


target date to have the pool in 
full operation. By law, it must 
be providing insurance by Sept. 


The legislature set up the 


pool as a two-year partial solu- 
tion to the malpractice insur- 
ance crisis. It also gave the in- 


surance board veto power over 
malpractice rates and estab- 
lished a special 
18-member 


commission to recommend a 
permanent solution to the 1977 
legislature. 
' 


Doug Barnert of Christie's 


staff told the pool's temporary 
directors that $25,000 malprac- 
tice premiums are beyond the 
means of $40,000-a-year hospital 
anesthesiologists. 


"A lot of doctors—they are 


not going to strike, they are 
just going to take their vaca- 
tions in July. They know they 
can get coverage in August," 
he said. 


Temporary pool officers be- 


sides Needham are 0. A. Edge- 
worth of State Farm Insurance 


Co., 
Austin, and George Reed 


of American General Insurance 
Co. in Houston. 


Frank Tucker, director of the 


regional office of American In- 


surance Association in Dallas, 
said the legislature did not in- 
tend for the pool to become 
anything more than a place for 
doctors to buy insurance when 
companies would not sell it to 
them voluntarily.

Wade presented evidence of 
two prior felony convictions— 
both for burglarizing coin ma- 
chines—and a life sentence was 
mandatory under Texas' habit- 
ual criminal law.

And sale of mari- 
juana now carries a maximum 
penalty of 10 years instead of 
life imprisonment.

CHICAGO (AP) - A German 


prison is trying to prevent psy- 
chological damage to young 
children by allowing them to 
"serve time" with their moth- 
ers, an authority on child devel- 
opment reports. 


Dr. Maria Piers, dean of the 


Erikson 
Institute for Early 


Education, recently visited the 
women's prison at Frankfurt, 
Hesse, Germany, where about 
10 children, up to 3 years of 
age, are housed with their 
mothers, 
who are 
serving 


terms for lesser crimes such as 
larceny, theft or fraud. 


The program, begun less than 


a year ago, "tried to be hu- 
mane and nonpunitive, and 
above all to prevent damage to 
the child by prolonged separa- 
tion from the mother," she said 
in an interview Tuesday. 


Mothers and their children 


are assigned small, cheerful 
rooms where they can be alone. 
There is a lounge for evening 
use, she said. 


During the day the mothers 


work in the prison laundry and 
their children are in a daycarc 
center at the prison where they 
are cared for by graduate stu- 
dents in social work. 


II is especially important for 


young children to remain with 
their mothers if the mothers 
"are even halfway adequate," 
she said. 


Children who are taken from 


their mothers and who have no 
adequate mother substitute are 
often stunted in their growth, 
more prone to disease and in- 
tellectually retarded, she said. 


The advantage of the Frank- 


furt program is that if mothers 
are treated humanely they are 
more likely to treat their chil- 
dren humanely, and in seeing 
how other women handle their 
children they may learn to be 
more adequate mothers them- 
selves, Mrs. Piers said. 


She said the inmate-mothers 


tend to be dependent person- 
alities, more in need of receiv- 
ing emotional support than of 
giving it, and who therefore 
treat their children as teddy 
bears or cuddly dolls to satisfy 
their own needs, 
the psy- 


chologist said. 


Mrs. Piers, who said she 


knew of no similar program in 
the United States, said this 
country, "with its enormous re- 
sources," should develop pro- 
grams of this kind. 


But she said one problem at 


-Frankfurt is the lack of a fol- 
lowup program for the mothers 
once they leave prison. Another 
danger is that the mothers will 
come to like prison so much 
that they will repeat their 
crimes in order to be recom- 
mitted, she added.

Postal clerks 


losing money 


on food stamps 


DALLAS (AP) - Post office 


window clerks here are going 
lo stop handling food stamps 
linless something can be done 
about bad vouchers which they 
have to make good from their 
own pockets, a spokesman said 
Tuesday. 


"We're going to start seeking 


criminal action through federal 
laws against people who pass 
bad vouchers," said Walter 
Neilson, president of the clerk 
craft of the American Postal 
Workers Union in Dallas. 


Under a 1973 contract with 


the Texas Welfare Department, 
(he U.S. Postal Service ex- 
changes food stamps for vou- 
chers 
mailed 
to 
qualified 


recipients. This agreement pro- 
vides that the postal workers 
must pay for any worthless 
vouchers taken for stamps. 


"We have 15 lo 20 window 


clerks who have had to pay up 
to $280 each for bad vouchers," 
Neilson said. "Our employes 
are having to subsidize the wel- 
fare syslem because of a bad 
contract." 


Speaking for (he postal serv- 


ice, Fred York said the mailer 
has led lo a "considerable 
amount of internal discussion" 
and is being covered in union 
contract talks with postal em- 
ployes in Washington.
